Wallace, who chanced tocome later nor the reſt. 
He aſſembling ſuch of the Countrey, as deteſting ' 
jo horrible a fact, extreamly hated the | Autkors 
thereof,” in the beginning of the night ſecretly 
entred into Aire, ſet fire into the plate, where 
the Engliſhmen after that fact were ſecurely 
ſieeping, and ſuffered none to eſcape. The ga- 
riſon of the Caftle iſſuing forth to quench the fire, 
an ambuſh laid for the purpoſe, emred the Houſe 
aid made i: ſure. The next morning Wallace 
came to Glalgow, where the Jord Henry Pi- 
ercy had retired from Aire the day before, whom 
be expulfed thence with great ſlaug kter.

ber of Northumberland Men, and ſucb of the 


Scots as beld with England, to the number of 
thirty thouſand, ' Wallace having with him ten 
thouſand Men hardned in. arms, met them beſide 
Sterling on the north ſide of Forth, which ha- 
ving no fords at that place, was paſſible only by 
a wooden Bridge. Ibis Wallace of purpoſe bad 
cauſed to be wealned, ſo that the one half of the 


Hoſt being paſt, led ky Creſſing ham, the bridge 


broke with the great weight of their Baggage. 


Theſe who were come over, Wallace charged 


ſuddenly before they were put in order, and cut 
the moſt part of ibem in pieces with their legd- 


er Creſtingham :. the reft . ſeeking to eſcape; 


drowned in the, water. 'The Earl of Warten 
with thoſe . who eſcaped, was aſſatled by Earl 
Malcome Lennox Captain of Sterling Caſtle, 


and be ing hotly purſued by Wallace, hardly eſea- 


ped himſelf, flying into Dumbar, 4 Caſtle then 


belonging to Patrick Earl of March. In ihi⸗ 
- Battel „ oo be, 13 of September 1297. 
there periſhed no Scots- men f remark, but An- 
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places, ſo that before the laſt of September, all 
the ſtrengths of Scotland was recovered, except 
Berwick and Rox burg. 2 
Alfter theſe Vitories, Wallace held 4 Parlia- 
ment at Saint ſohnſtoun, 4s Warden of Scot- 
land, and ſetled tbe whole Countrey, cauſing the 
Nobilty to ſwear to be faithful to the State, till 
ſuch time as they might condeſcend who ſhould be 
King: Earl Patrick Dumbar refuſing. to ac- 
knowledg the authority of this Parliament, was 
chaſed out of Scotland: and becauſe the years by- 
paſt the ground had not been manured, and great 
famine threatned the Land, Wallace aſſembled 
a great Hoſt and entred in England, where be 
remained all the Winter, and the ſpring follow- 
ing, living upon the Enemies, and enriching his 
' Souldiers by their ſpoil? During which time the 
Engliſh durſt never encounter him in open field: 
"only at his firſt entry King Edward with a great 
army of raw Souldiers came againſt him in the 
plain of Stanmure: but perceiving the diſcipline 
and hardy reſolution of Wallace Zoft; . before 
they came nearer then half a-mile, drew\back his 
army and retired; Wallace for fear of 4ntbuſh, 
! keeped his Souldiers'in order, and purſued them 
not. Thus King Edward left his Countrey tothe 


 c<mercy of a provoked Enemy, and notwithſtanding 


that be promiſed battel, yet he kept himſe elf cloſe, 
ill peace was roncluded for five gears, Ber- 
wick and Roxburghꝭ being rendred to the Scots.

in ſundry Skirmiſhes.. Bin in few days be was 


called home by bis friends in Scotland: for King 
Edward unde: ſtanding Wallace abſnce, and 
pretending. that he bad. broken the pence in Guy- 
en, dealt with Robert Bruce Earl of Carrick, 
and his friends, and with ſuch Noblemen of 
Scotland as held Lunds in England, or envyed 
Wallace glory, ſbowing that it was a ſhame for 
them to ſußfe / Wallace) a mean Gentlemen, to 
rule Scotland, while any of the Blood - royal did 
remain; ſo promiſing bis aſſiſtance to Robert 
Bruce, be ſent 4 great Army into Scotland, 
and by the help of the Brucian Faction and En- 
gltſhed Noblemen, be'eafily obtained the great- 
eſt ftrengths of Scdt land. Wallace returned 
the next ſummer, fecrrily amaſſing a number af 
his ſpecial followers, who had lurked till his back- 
coming, on 4 ſudden ſurpri ed Saint Johnſtoun 
by 4 Stratugem? und purſuing his Victory thouly, 
chaſeil ebe EnghM our of Fife, vi Upon rhe report 
bereof, all the\refÞof his follows ins" nk 
their 1urking2betes, by whoſe affiftance be rece- 
vered divers rumpibs. The-Lord William Dou- 
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glas took the Caſtle af Sanquhair & 4 Strata- 
gem, and finding the Engliſh Captains of the 
neareſt Gariſons to come and beſiege bim, he ſent 
ſeeretly to Wallace, who coming with his power, 
not only raiſed the ſiege, butichaſed alſo the whole 
Engliſh Gariſons out of thoſe quarters. from 
thence he came to ibe north parts, which be re- 
covered with ſmall difficulty, except the strong 
Caſtle of Dundie, to which he laid a fiege.

of the States reſigned bis charge of Warden, and 
with eighteen Men paſſed again imo France, ac- 
cording to 4 Promiſe at his laſt return there from.
